periled man and made all the haste 
possible, but Amazeen's strength was 
not sufficient to enable him to main- 
tain his-hold upon the capsized- boat. 
•The.-rescuers wore hardly more than 
ten feet away when he relaxed 
his 


hold and sank. 


Efforts to reach the man on 
the 


bottom were unavailing aud the men 
Of the Jerry's Point station 
were 


called upon to aid in the search for 
the body. 


•• 'Amazeen WAS a man nearly seven- 
ty years of age and It was extremely 
venturesome of .him to go out in a 
small boat with weather conditions 
such as those of today. 
His little 


boat was too small and too frail 
to 


withstand the -wind and the seas and 
he was not himself strong -enough to 
properly manage it under tho cir- 
cumstances. 
• 


The boat was. towed to the shore 


by the lifesavers and-there was evi- 
dence that iA'mazeen had caught 
a 


number of fish before his craft was 
capsized. 


It is believed, that the boat 
was 


overturned in the breakers off JJong 
Point.- There was a thick fog at tho 
time and'Amazeen probably did not 
realize that lie. was so close to 
the 


land until he found himself in 
the 


breakers. 
The fog also 
prevented 


the lifesavcrs from seeing him until 
too late. 


Long Point, .where the man was 


drowned, is abotit half-way between 
Odiorne'a Point and. Wallls 
Sands 


and is one of the most dangerous 
places on the coast. 


Mr. Amazeon had 
long 
been 
a 


prominent citizen of New Castle- and 
for years conducted a- restaurant in 
that town which wag a favorite place 
of resort. 
He was 
-well 
known 


throughout .this part of the country. 


He Is survived by his wife and by 


three sons, residents of 
HavorhlH, 


Mass., and by one son, L/uther Ama- 
zeen, Jr.., who lives In Now. Castle. 


Tho Identity of the drowned man 


was not at first known, but the boat 
was finally recognized aa oue belong- 
ing to Amazeen and it was then re- 
membered by New Castle people that 
they hart scon Amazeon himself; start 
out In .the boat e*rly in the morning.. 
This removed all doubt of'Amazeon'* 
death.

STUMBLING HORSES. 


VVhy They Acquire the Habit and How 


to Cure Them. ' ; 


Some horses are naturally addicted 


to stumbling, others acquire the fault, 
and still others have the stumbling 
habit thrust upon them, says an ex- 
change. In the first, it is almost in- 
•curable,1 but . the second and third 
causes can be remedied by the rider or 
driver. If. the ground is rough or un- 
even, horses with a low action are 
prone to stumble. Other horses which 
are naturally slip:shod, generally stijm- 
bte; because they do not lift, their feet 
high enough from the ground. Lazi- 
ness is another cause for stumbling, 
and horses that are heavy in front, or 
who8e;foje legs are weak or unsound, 
have the game fault. Very often care- 
lessness on the part of the. driver 
causes horaes to stumble. This makes 
it necessary always to bear in mind 
the ralue of keeping the horses well 
in'.hand and sufficiently collected. If 
-the habit IB due to laziness It can 
often be cured by riding or driving the 
horse over rough ground until he has 
been broken of the fault. But In all 
cases the cure rests with the driver 
or rider. 
The most sure-footed of 


horses IB bound to stumble at times, 
but this can be reduced to a minimum 
by keeping a tight rein... A slack rein 
ia often the sole cause lot stumbling. 
If fatigue is the cause, extra cave 
must be taken to keep the horse'Avell 
up' to the bit. No good horseman will 
ever take chances of his horse stum- 
bling by allowing a slack Voiii. 'stum- 
bling is not only an annoying habit, 
but it often results in serious injurj 
and many times in the total disability 
of .the animal. While an habitual ten 
dency to stumble often docs not ad 
mlt of a cure, tho.average case can be 
prevented by the methods suggestei 
above.

GROWING GOOD BEEF. 


It Is Possible for .the Small Farm to 


Produce It. 


It is possible to; produce good beef 


on .small farm, and much of the beef 
of,the future will be thus produced. 
The demand for,beef will never bo 
loss than it Is at the present time, but 
the groat ranges on which the beef of 
the past has been produced must grow 
smaller as the land is brought under 
irrigation. 
Great projects arc "under 


way for iddigating vast stretches of 
land that before now have been the 
'feeding ground.of cattle. 'How mucn 
of .'the ranges are to be eaten up in 
this .way we do not know at this time. 
It means that the price ;of the best 
beeves must advance and that these 
will largely be raised on small farms 
and be almost a .by-product. To pro- 
duce tliis good beef, says Farmers' 
Review, the farmer will heed but make 
sure that the animal he is'raising for 
beef is'a high grade of some one of 
the beef breeds. 
Some of the really 


good beef made now is being produced 
on i the farms: in the-middle West, 
wh^re only a few beef animals are 
kept per farm. The beef steer,Is prov- 
ing to be a side issue, with many of 
our farmers,.'but. a side issue that 
yields annually a good profit.

;every farmer would look upon a fan 
jnlng mill as an Indispensable adjunct 
:to his farming. Nevertheless, the fact 
remains that on the majority of ;the 
grain-growing farms of the Northwest 
there are no fanning mills. 
-This 


means that, before all tho farms aro 
thus equipped, from 200,000 to 300,000 
fanning mills would have to be'sold 
in that territory. 


To a farmer living East it seems In- 


comprehensible 
that 
any 
farmer 


should think of growing crops, with- 
out a fanning mill. The explanation 
is found in the methods of farming 
that have been followed. 
The aver- 


age Northwestern farmer settled .on 
virgin lands, where,foul seeds had 
never grown. The lands were so rich 
that he was able to grow crops in suc- 
cession for many years without think- 
ing much about weeds. For the time 
being, he found It cheaper to send his 
grain from the threshing machine to 
the elovator than to build granaries 
in which to store' it' and to buy a 
fanning mill and clean the grain be- 
fore selling it. 


It also left on his hand a large 


.amount of screenings, which he had 
no stock to feed to, and which would 
have been a drug a on the market. 
Seed wheat was bought In many in- 
stances, under the idea that a change 
was good. 
In this way, foul seeds 


multiplied apace. This Is largely the 
explanation of the disgraceful condi- 
tion of so many. oC tbo farms of the- 
Northwest at the, present time, .be- 
cause of the extent to which they are 
infested with noxious weeds. 


The times have changed. Tho sys- 


tem must change. 
It has been dis- 


covered 
that 
homo-grown 
seed''is 


more valuable than what has been 
purchased, 
and 
Unit • seed 
carefully 


cleaned and graded Is much more val- 
liablo than seed brought 
in .from 


abroad. 
To have such seed it is in- 


dispensable that every farmer shall 
have a fanning mill and he ought to. 
have the best that can be got. Thus 
equipped, the character of his. seed 
should improve every year, and this 
should mean a corresponding Increase 
in his crops. 


The time has also conic-when it is 


imperative to sow cloan seed. 
Tho 


only way to insure this Is for every 
farmer to cloan his own seed, which, 
moans that he must havo! a fanning 
mill. 
Tho farmers now aro growing, 


grain of various kinds and'it Is equal-: 


Jy important that tho scod of these 
shall be well cleaned, as that the sood 
of whoat shall be so prepared.

the Unitedi States government

: There was never another group of 
vessels designed' -by one man in, the 
world's naval' annals that 
achieved 


the enduring fame of • these frigates

It Is not at all 'certain that seed 


when sown in the open field will show 
the same amount of digestibility as 
when sown in seed testing boxes nv 
between plates in the house and un- 
der idea! -'conditions of v/nrmth and 
moisture.J A great many experiments 
have been made to. show whht tho 
germinating power of various speds is, 
and it has been 'figured out that'the 
results would bo. the same in the field 
as in the seed testers. It is. Inter- 
esting, therefore, to note that a com- 
parison of results' do not >show the 
same percentage of seed gernilaatlns 
under the two conditions. 


In some comparative tests reported 


31 samples of need of oats and wheat 
were tested in regular -seed testers 
The lowest germination was 49 i*.pr 
cent, and the highest 9D per coat. A 
like number of samples cf the 0:11110 
seed were planted la tho open ground 
at.the sama time, the samplea boiir,' 
the samo grain as those planted In 
the testers. One of the cat samples 
lhat had shown a germination of 9-1 
per cent, when planted !:i the tester 
gave only 54 jtar cent, of r;brm!nation 
when planted in the open field. 
An- 


other lot gave in tho tester n germ)'- 
uation of SI per cent., y:st whoa sown 
in tho open field it gave only I" per 
cent. This was u most vemarkjible do 
dine. 


One of the samples of wheat sord 


gave fi3 per cent, of germination whnu 
sown In the seed tester, but when 
so\vn in the field gave only S per cent, 
of germination. The poorest sample 
for field work gave 02 per ccnt.'ot ger- 
mination when sown In tho seed test- 
or, but in the field gave only 4 per 
cent, of germination. This illustrates 
the fact that something besides aar- 
mlnallon tests nocd be looked 
for 


when figuring on what, seed will do. 
Conditions in the field are much hard- 
er than in a germinating: plate. 
' 


An investigation of this seed show- 


ed that it had been produced under 
bad conditions ami probably lacked 
vitality. 
It hud been injuriously af- 


fected by early fall frosts. 
Most of 


it had enough vitality to enable it 
to sprout under the perfectly favor- 
able conditions found in a sprouting 
tray, but had not enough vitality to 
enable it to sprout when buried in.thc 
ground where the -moisture 
supply 


would be too great or too little, the 
temperature too high or too low, and 
where the air would not. have freo 
access to the grain'. 


The germination tests may still bo 


considered 
valuable, says Farmers' 


Review, but they are by no means 
conclusive, so long ao they/arc con- 
ducted under ideal conditions.
